1 . According to paper filed on April 1 5, 2004, tlie applicants have amended claims 1 and 
44-46. 

2. Claims 1-21 , 23-26, 28-31, 33, 34, 36-38 and 40-47 are now pending in the 
application.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 -21 , 23-26, 28-31 , 33, 34, 36-38, 40-44, 46 and 47, renumbered as claims 1 - 
41, are allowed since the applicants have amended claims to overcome indefiniteness 
rejection and furthermore, have submitted a terminal disclaimer to overcome 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection and therefore, all rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph and double patenting are now withdrawn.
